THE LOST ART 


Of W«ldinf Copper to Iron or St««l !>!•- 


covered By Two rtttcburg Men. 


PITTSBURG, Aug. 12.—George Crom- 


ley, Coruelina Shay aud John Ryan, 
irou and steel workers, have discovered 
the iifet art of welding copper to irou or 
steel. They show several samples of 
the metals perfectly welded. The last 
record history gives of these metals 
having been welded was in Scandi- 
navia, 500 B. C. The value of this dis- 
eovery domes in the fact that copper of- 
fers greater resistance to the action of 
Bait water than any other metal. The 
Carnegie company has offered the meu 
a fixed price for the secret. A shop baa 
been fitted up for the men at the Home- 
stead plant, where today the men pro- 
pose to weld a plate of copper to au in- 
got of nickel steel armor plate.

Our Fresh Water Seas. 


It is a fact that more vessels pass 


through tlie Sault Ste Marie canal into 
Lake Superior and back again in a year 
than go through the Suez canal in the 
same leugtn of time. The Sanlt Ste. 
Marie canal is navigated ouly about 
seven mouths iu the year, owiug to its 
freezing up in winter, yet in those seven 
months in 1890 there passed through it 
of craft of all descriptions 10,557. 
Through tbe Suez canal, open the year 
round, there passed in 1895 8,689 ves- 
sels, or less than ten a day Suez serves 
as a passageway for tha ocean commerce 
of three continents. Sanlt Ste. Marie as 
the passageway for the internal com- 
merce of ouly a part of one. That owe is 
America, and the canal is iu tbe United 
States, however, which makes all the 
difference. 


The greatness of the country bordered 


by the lakes cauuot be estimated as yet 
Here are the great whoatfieljls of the 
continent; here are mines of unknown 
wealth; here is timber happily as yet 
unexhausted. Fruit, dairy products and 
manufactured articles pour through the 
canals and lakes and down into "the 
States," or down the St Lawrence aud 
to Europe. A correspondent of the New 
York Press discovers that Buffalo is the 
fifth maritime city in the world, only 
London, Liverpool, New York aud Chi- 
cago being ahead. In 1890 Chicago 
alone received aud shipped from her 
wharves more than half as much freight 
as London did. Ships of 4,500 tons bur- 
den are plenty on tnese inland seas.

Le:tdiug Uie heifer up 
into a corner by one of her hums (all 
my cattle are handled that way; we 
never 'break one m'), I sat, down, and to 
my surprise found her udder distended 
like au old cow's. She stood perfectly 
quiet to have mo relieve it by milking, 
and as I draw the contents out on the 
ground I hud uo knowledge of the 
amount Thu next d.iy 1 milked her again 
in a pail, gft-wtj thioe pints. Tlie third 
day! got two quarts aud directed the 
herdmau'a wife to milk her in the even- 
ing. She did so and saved the milk, 
ripened the cream from it, beat it iu a 
bowl with a fork, and turned out after 
five minutes' beatiug a lump of butter 
the 6J*e of a goose egg. Tiuo was go as- 
touisuing that we saved her luilk sepa- 
rately, churned it and made a pound of 
butter a day nutil she was 16 months 
old, as lovely butter as lever saw. Aug. 
84. 1887, when she was 10 months and 
18 days old, sho dropped a heifer calf 
of unusual size for so young an animal." 


This calf uuulo a fine cow, aud Mrs. B. 


uses this incident as an argument iu 
favor of very early breeding of Jerseys.

When we sit iu front of a coal fire and 


enjoy its generous v\ arnuh, do w e reuliu) 
that the heat and light uf tho burning 
coal are really sunshine that has been 
stored up for ages? Such is the fact. 
Centuries ago the sun shone on the 
earth, aud plants and trees grew, fell 
and grew agaiu.

American incrchantij liavo taken the 
front rank uf buyers hi tho London wool 
market. 


In an interview the other day Senator 


Dubois of Idaho declared that or>9 of the 
first acts of the Republican jwirty would 
be to restore the wool duties for the pro- 
tection of American farmers. There is 
no region on earth where sheep can bo 
moro cheaply reared than on tho free 
slopes of the Rocky mountains. But 
this far western statesman has evident- 
ly not kept pace with the march of in- 
dustrial events. Instead of the predicted 
"ruin" of the sheep growers, who were 
advised by the organs of calamity to 
convert their herds into mutton, tho 
market for domestic wool has steadily 
improved under tho new tariff. The 
larger the importations! of foreign wools 
for making cloths tho greater is the de- 
iiwud for domestic wools for mixing in 
the manufacture, and as proof of this 
tendency the average price of domestic 
wool lias within a hhort period advanced 
3 cents a pound. As further evidence of 
tho phenomenal growth of tho woolen 
industries under tho benign influence of 
the new tariff Tho I'ottou and Wool Re- 
porter states that during the first half 
of the current year 201 new woolen fac- 
tories have been established in the 
United States against 110 iu the cor- 
responding period of 1 bS>4. 


What interest, then, dow» Senator 


Dubois expect to enlist in behalf of a 
restoration of the duties 011 wool? Not 
tho sheep growers, for they must nee by 
this time that cnstrnctiuu of the im- 
portation of foreign wool discourage* 
American manufactures, and thereby 
depresses the market for their own prod- 
uct. Nor can he look for any help from 
intelligent woolen manufacturers, who 
would regard with serious concern tho 
revival of a policy that would put them 
to so great a disadvantage iu cumi>eti- 
tion with their foreign rivals. Nor can 
he get any sal»tuutiul aid from tiio 
groat mass of American consumers, to 
\\liuuifie6vroo! zueasa cheaper, better 
and purer clothing, pud consequently 
more comfort and health. 


In this situation the protectionists 


uhonld abandon without further delay 
the threat to restore tho barbarous wool 
duties which have beeu discarded by all 
manufacturing nations. Gu this issue 
po "fat" cau be fried out of American 
manufacturers in tho next presidential 
campaign. Ko far from, it, the manufac- 
turers, the bheep growers nnd the con- 
sumers will nuitH against any party that 
shall wantonly undertake to disturb the 
jud&striul p< a-'c. Of this peace free wool 
is tui ahf'olntely essential condition, aud 
tho tariff-calamity howlers may ;us well

In 
Germany u great majority of cases are 
petty ones, involving a Pinall amount of 
money and due. many of them, to cus- 
toms or usages which are not sufficiently 
defined to be, in all cases, similarly nu- 
dorst»od by both parties to an agree- 
ment.
